dam ental change in the federal 
capital gains tax on securities that 
takes effect New Y ear’s Day will have 
an enormous impact on inherited 
wealth in the United States. 
The Tax Reform Act of 1976 plugged 
some glaring gaps in the capital gains 
tax and imposed capital gains tax 
liability on top of estate taxes for 
inheritors of securities that may have 
been held for years by a deceased 
person and increased enormously in 
value. 
But at the sam e time, because of the 
constitutional 
prohibition 
on 
retroactive taxation, the 1976 law 
gave all existing holders of securities 
portfolios the benefit of a new start for 
inheritance purposes. For years to 
come, the base for figuring capital 
gains on inherited securities will be 
Dec. 31, 1976. 
This makes the end of this year a 
significant turning point in the history 
of American tax law, not as epochal as 
the beginning of the income tax in 
1913, but quite important. 
Imposing the capital gains tax as 
well as estate taxes on gains sub­ 
sequent to this year ultimately will 
raise a lot of revenue for Uncle Sam, 
but government officials said it would 
take a long time for that to happen.

The im p o rted fire an t 
continues to spread in Texas 
In the last year it has been 
found in ll new counties for a 
total of 93 counties 
The control for the im­ 
ported fire ant has been a 
bait w hich co n tain s the 
poison Mirex. Its secret of 
success has been its slow 
effect W orker ants that go 
out in search of food find the 
Mirex in the corn cob grit 
and oil bait. W orkers, before 
they died, 
had 
time to 
rem o v e 
th e 
oil 
(which 
contains the Mirex poison), 
return to the mound and feed 
the poison to the queen and 
other ants in the colony. 
Other insecticides are fast 
acting com pounds that kill 
the food gathering worker 
ant before it can return to 
the mound and feed the other 
ants. The result is that most 
of the ants in the mound 
escape the effect of the 
compound 
Mirex 
is 
a 
chlorinated 
hydrocarbon, like DDT, and 
is 
a 
v ery 
p e rsiste n t 
chem ical. In fact, Mirex is 
the most persistent of the 
c h lo rin a te d 
h ydrocarbon 
insecticides. Because of its 
persistence, it slowly builds 
up in the environm ent with 
use. 
It is stored in the fat tissue 
of anim als. When an anim al 
like a frog eats an ant with 
Mirex. the frog has a little 
Mirex stored in its fat; when 
the frog eats another ant 
with Mirex, a little more 
Mirex is stored in the frog 
fat. Slowly, the Mirex builds 
up in the frog until a toxic 
am ount is reached. 
Mirex is a slow killing 
compound. While it is not 
toxic unless present in large 
am ounts in m an, the slow 
buildup in the tissues of 
anim als in the food chain 
leading to m an present a 
potential hazard. It is this 
slow 
accum ulation, 
along 
with the m ore direct effects 
on wildlife, that has led to 
the restriction in the use of 
M irex 
and

hormones ” They are not 
usually toxic to adults but 
prevent the development of 
the young into adults. 
Bradleigh Vinson, TAES 
entomologist, explains that 
the juvenile hormones kill 
young fire ant larvae and 
prevent reproduction (egg 
laying by the queen). These 
compounds look promising 
because they have no effect 
on the adult ant; therefore, 
the adult could eat the poison 
and carry it back to the 
mound and feed the queen 
and larvae. Theoretically, 
the compound would prevent 
replacement of the ants, and 
the colony would die. 
This 
worked 
in 
the 
laboratory, but in the field 
the results w ere disap­ 
pointing. Some mounds were 
killed, but others were not. 
Why? Experiment Station 
researchers set out to an­ 
swer these questions instead 
of abandoning a potentially 
promising control agent. 
Research has shown that 
adult ants that eat the 
juvenile hormone destroy 
most of it in their stomach 
before feeding it to the 
larvae or queen, so that too 
little is left to do the job. 
Even less is fed to the larvae 
or queen if the colony is well 
fed. 
The next question is, can 
this problem be overcome? 
Vinson is convinced that it 
can be. 
Research shows that ants, 
like many other insects, 
communicate by chemical 
sm ell. These compounds, 
called pheromones (a type of 
chem ical language), 
in­ 
fluence the behavior of the 
ants. The TAES researchers 
have identified one of these 
compounds, called a brood 
pherom one. 
When 
this 
compound is added to a 
small granule or pellet, the 
w orkers are fooled into 
treating the object as one of 
its larvae, and they carry it 
into the mound. 
When the pheromone and 
the hormone are added to a 
carrier, the carrier (grit) is 
carried into the mound by 
the workers and is placed 
with the larvae, in the 
mound. The hormone con­ 
tam inates the larvae, the 
target, resulting in 
their 
death. The result is a new 
concept in a bait approach to 
control of the imported fire 
ant. 


R esearchers have also 
found that some insecticides 
can be made less toxic on 
contact and can also be 
carried into the mound with 
the brood pheromone and 
certain 
foods. 
Vinson 
suggests the m ore toxic 
insecticides 
may 
offer 
promise if new, less toxic 
formulations and bait ap­ 
proaches can be developed. 
He says that an alternative 
to Mirex can be developed 
but that there is much to be 
done before an 
effective 
replacement 
is available. 
TAES entomologists are 
also working to find an in­ 
secticide that can be used by 
the home owner for the fire 
ant problem in his yard.

DEAR JANIS — So many of the “cures” for weeds 
are poisonous and thus a hazard where pets and children 
are concerned, so I hesitate to mention them. Instead, 
have you tried a hot brine. One authority suggests this in 
preference to plain salt and it is non poisonous. Always 
try to pull weeds out by the roots even though it may be 
hard to do when they are between bricks. But if roots 
are removed or killed there is less chance of more com­ 
ing up.
